We have learned 
from Europe the need for medical 
supplies and the exact kind of sup 
plies, yet we are not prepared to sup- 
ply adequately the needs of our army 
should they get into > actual 
fighting. 


We ought to require every medical 
supply house to keep on hand all the 
time a certain amount, of the drugs 
and materials needed and the govern' 
ment should pay them interest on the 
large investments.

Cross is not handicapped in its op-
